Fierce Fighting As Allies 

Protest Nazi Advance 


The war between the Nazis 
and the Allies in Norway i s gett 
ing down to what appears might 
I*' a lon ft and vicious struggle. 
Nazis have been moving north 
steadily, and until the last ten 
days have forced the Norweg¬ 
ian and Allied troops, mostly 
British, to give ground. This 
drive by the Nazis has been an 
endeavot to conquer and hold 
strategic points in the economic 
life ol the Norwegian nation, 
which was the purpose ol’ their 
invasion. In the past week All¬ 
ied reinforcements, including 
crack French troops have been 
landed in Norway, and where 
the Allies have been able to 
consolidate and dig in, they are 
forcing the Nazis to retreat, 
and. usually with heavy losses. 
The British fleet, the “bulldog” 
of the sea, has been attacking 
many Ge* man positions f *o 
the narrow fjords of the Cv u- 
ntry, and in all cases have in¬ 
flicted heavy loss of life and 

property and have forced the 

withdrawal of the Nazis from 
their positions at these points. 

Meanwhile a fierce airplane 
attack has been going on. In 
this latter, the Nazis have a 
decided advantage in that their 
bases are so much nearer the 
scenes of attack than the Allied 
bases. However Britain has pra¬ 
ctically wiped out several large 
hangars with the planes and 

supplies that were stored there 

and have made a number of sue 
cessfful raids over the interior 
of the country. While all this 
is going on, Sweden is wonder¬ 
ing just what the next move 
will bp. She is under martial 
law, and is blacked out each 
oi Nazi invasion, especially if 
night, and is constantly in fear 
the pressure from the Allies 
gets too hot in Norway and 
Hitler looks for new territory. 
Already the Danes are feeling 
the iron heel in the orders that 
are issued regarding their pres 
ent supplier of food stuffs and 
crop. The Nazir, want to know 
the prospects of next year's 
all about it and are giving the 
Danes to understand that what 
they want they will take, and 
if there n any protest to their 
methods it will be just too bad 
ior someone. 

Ip the midst of all this, an 
oil ' v*'s made Wednesday by 
a Pittsburgh syndicate of a re¬ 
ward ot one million dollars foi 
the delivery of Adolph Hitler to 
a world court, alive and unharm 
ed, to,- trial on charges of caus 
ing tho pre ent war. The ol! t 
honrtfido, being backed b v a 
nu ) ' *'■.■ millionaires. They be 
1 . oLuloj should 


havo a voice in the court that 
would try Hitler, and apparently 
they feel that he is the cause 
ol the whole thing, and that 
if he could be captured and dralL 
with, that |>eace would be restoi 
ea to the world. Apparently, 
from what can be learned of tho 
defense and safety precautions 
that he adopts, theii mom , i 
quite safe, which may be one 
of the reai on for their making 
the offer. However, it would be 
a nice thing if he could be turn 
ed over to a court, to see just 
what difference it would have 
on the trend oi world affairs. 

The Dominion’s air training 
scheme is progressing, steadily, 
and is gaining momentum as 
the weeks pass by. It is hoped 
that when the schools are funct 
ioning at full speed, that re¬ 
cruits will be trained and ready 
for active flying service and 
combat in six months. It wil 1 
need almost this to keep the 
ail* force up to strength, and 
yet it seems almost fantastical 
that young men can be taught s« 
much in so short a time. Brit 
ain’s slogan as ever “We can 
win and wc must.”

One of the m 
received in reply a letter stat¬ 
ing: 

"I am glad to know’ that your 
huts are nice and warm and 
that youi officers are very nice 
to you. '1 must say that in Ger¬ 
many they would not he so nica 
to us. You know how they arc 
treating us at home (Germany) 
in the police station. They shout 
at us over the least little thing.” 

Deeply impressed by the skill 
and care given to him while he 
underwent an operation, one ap 
preciativo prisoner had "at all 
times the feeling that every¬ 
thing was looked after well and 
that I presumably could not 
have arranged matters better.” 

"1 am hoping to be able to re 
turn my thanks to you by ser¬ 
vice to maintain ordei in this 
camp." 

In Canadian eyes these in¬ 
ternes are neither automata 
Bor brutes. The fortunes of 
war have placed them where 
they are but it is evident on 
their own testimony what can 
be done to mitigate their lot L 
done. The frau and genial air 
fostered under our democratic 
system permeates even the con¬ 
fines of their prison camps, and 
the humanity and kindliness of 
their temporary jailers con¬ 
trasts sharply with what they 
could expect under similar con¬ 
ditions in their own land.
